THE 200-mile territorial waters 
limit which Britain intends to 
claim cannot be reserved for 
home-based fishermen but 
must be open to the Common 
Market’s destructive fishing 
methods. 

Britain will have no control over 
the activities of continental fisher- 
men in its waters, for they are to 
become part of an “EEC fishing 
area” controlled from Brussels. 

It is not only the Common 
Market which threatens our fish- 
ing, however, but the Soviet Union 
which is fishing the valuable mack- 
erel grounds off Cornwall to 
extinction. 

Britain’s largest fishing company, 
British United Trawlers, claim that 
if Britain could have exclusive access 
to just a 100-mile limit we could be 
self-sufficient in fish and would 
have no interest in robbing the 
Icelandic fishing grounds. 

It is ironic that the Royal Navy 
should be employed to bully a 
country like Iceland which so 
heavily depends on its threatened 
fishing industry, while British waters 
are in turn being plundered by 
foreigners and we do nothing about 
if. 

The British Government, the 
Common Market and the Soviet 
Union seem to be equally deter- 
mined to deprive both Iceland and 
Britain of an important natural 
resource. This is particularly dama- 
ging at a time when both the terms 
of trade and the balance of strategic 
economic power are turning in 
favour of Communist-inclined ‘Third 
World’ countries. 

Perhaps these events are not so 
accidental after all, but fit into a 
well established pattern of Western, 
suicide and Communist advance.

ONE of the most peculiar 
quirks of modern politics is 
the uncanny past associations 
of ‘Socialists’ with the Ameri- 
can Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

For a recently published docu- 
ment The Labour Party & The CIA 
(Radical Research Services, 5 Cale- 
donian Road, London N1., price 
30p) throws some much-needed 
light on this previously little ex- 
plored topic, despite being a ‘Left- 
orientated’ publication. The book- 
let contains material, including 
photocopies of actual artwork, 
which was written and prepared for 
inclusion in the Sunday Times 
Magazine, but was suppressed at 
the last minute by its editor Harold 
Evans, who stated that the article 
could not be printed because, 
“These are people we support”. 
The booklet is obviously a very 
praiseworthy effort on the part of 
the journalists to see their article in 
print, as they had to print and 
publish it themselves. 

The booklet describes how in 
the 50s and 60s, the CIA poured 
money into ‘Socialist’ organisations 
and magazines in Britain, in order 
to keep them from going off on 
ideological tangents.

JOSEPH RETINGER

IN .1957, 11,000 armed para- 
troopers were sent to Little Rock, 
Arkansas, to help with the desegre- 
gation of the schools. Today, al- 
though Blacks number only 20% of 
the population, 51% of pupils in 
the Little Rock schools are Black. 
An increasing number of Whites 
prefer to send their children to 
schools in neighbouring districts — 
it’s safer there. 

Violence and racial tension are 
constant features of school life in 
present day Little Rock. Here are 
some of the incidents in the last 
years:— A Negro student shot dead 
by a fellow Negro in school.

5) The organisational structure of units set up within the Party 
may be governed by a Branch Constitution which may be set out as 
Annex 2 to this Constitution. The Executive shall have absolute 
discretion both as to the contents and to any future alterations to 
this document. 
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1) The property of all units of the Party shall be the property of 
the Party, and the control and use of such property shall be subject 
to directives of the Executive. 

2) No Member or unit of the Party other than the Executive may 
commit or involve the Party in any expenditure of funds or any 
other form of transaction without the written consent of the 
Executive. 


Section 10: POSTAL BALLOTS 


1) Should the Executive decide that an urgent change is needed 
in the terms of this Constitution or in the Statement of Principles, 
it may use a postal ballot to obtain the necessary two-thirds consent 
of members voting, providing that two-thirds or more of the 
Executive support the change.

Their 
research, they say, indicates that 
coloured immigrants commit more 
violent crimes than the indigenous 
population. 

A week after the report appeared, 
Messrs. Bottoms and Wiles had a 
letter published in the Daily Tele- 
graph. They expressed concern “that 
our work should not be misinter- 
preted so as to create any kind of 
moral panic about immigration, nor 
to support a racist political posi- 


Because passages were quoted 
out of context, they said, their 
position had been distorted. After 
all they had made it clear in the 
book that “any under or over- 
representation of a particular group 
(be it a racial group, immigrant 
group, class or sex) in the criminal 
statistics, does not necessarily mean 
that such a group commits more 
actions which could be so defined 
that their behaviour is in some 
sense more socially dangerous. The 
only thing that such data in itself 


tells us is that the group concerned 
has relatively more of its actions 
defined in a particular way by the 
State agencies of legal control”.

I take it they mean by this that 
because some actions are described 
as “criminal’’, this does not mean 
that they are socially dangerous. 
What is criminal is merely a matter 
of “definition” by the “State 
agencies of legal control” and 
hence we should not draw “racist” 
conclusions and think that a high 
incidence of Black crime is some- 
thing to worry about. 

Well, I’ve got news for Messrs. 
Bottoms and Wiles — not only do 
the “State agencies of legal con- 
trol” think that mugging and other 
violent crimes are socially danger- 
ous, but so do the British people as 
a whole. In fact there is not a 
civilised country in the world where 
mugging would be tolerated, and 
I’m not absolutely sure that even 
the Coloured immigrant community 
would want to claim that mugging 
is a form of cultural expression 
cruelly defined as criminal by a 
heartless White racist society. 

To claim that what counts as a 
crime is a matter of “definition” 
is sheer nonsense, and to apply 
such a doctrine to crimes like mug- 
ging (where Blacks are overwhelm- 
ingly the culprits) is dangerous 
nonsense. Such crimes are socially 
dangerous on any “definition”. 


INTELLECTUAL DISHONESTY 


Bottoms and Wiles are clearly 
guilty of gross intellectual dis- 
honesty, and the reason is not hard 
to see. They have two quite contra- 
dictory desires — to tell the truth 
and to avoid having their findings 
used “to support a racist political 
position”. The dilemma facing 
them is the one facing all scientists 
writing about race — should we tell 


the truth and risk discrediting the 
central beliefs of liberal multi- 
racialism, or should we keep quiet 
and tell convenient lies when 
pressed? 

These two criminologists saw 
that their work confirmed every- 
thing we Nationalists have been 
saying for years, and in their haste 
to prop up a liberal ideology based 
on multi-racial myths, they only 
succeeded in making the shoddiest 
of attempts to play down what 
they had previously said. For their 
intellectual cowardice they can only 
earn our condemnation.

Tax aid for Black Panthers 


QUESTIONS are to be asked 
in Parliament about Black 
Power trips paid for out of 
public funds. 

The payments were made by the 
North Lewisham Project in South- 
East London and included a £252.25 
cheque paid to a Mr. Errol Lawrence 
to visit the Pan-African Congress in 
Dar-es-Salaam. Mr. Lawrence, a stu- 
dent at the Red-infested Goldsmiths’ 
College in New Cross, is now so- 
journing in prison, on remand 
facing serious criminal charges. 
Lawrence also received a further 
£193 from the project for a trip to 
the United States to make contact 
with Black Panthers. 

The Project obtains its income 
chiefly from the Government’s 
Urban Aid scheme; a special £17- 
million fund set up in the past 
couple of years to provide bribes 
to the Black community to curb 
their unruly behaviour. In the 
year 1974-75, when the trips took 
place, the Project received over 
£3,000 from the Fund, as well as 
a further £11,000 extorted from 
Lewisham ratepayers and addi- 
tional sums from local businesses 
anxious to ingratiate themselves 
with the Establishment. 

At the time the cheques were 
handed out, the North Lewisham 
Project was headed by the Rev. 
Malcolm Johnson, curate of the 
local church, St. Catherine’s 
Hatcham, and Secretary to the 
Lewisham Community Relations 
Council.

Way back in September, 
1974, the editor of Spearhead 
was commenting on General 
Walker’s antics in view of 
speculation at that time that 
at some point Britain might 
see a military takeover. He 
said “This journal is not a 
doctrinaire supporter of parlia- 
mentary government as an end 
in itself; it is a supporter of 
good government that operates 
in the national interest”. In 
other words he would not ob- 
ject to some sort of dictator- 
ship which did not consult the 
British people as long as it 
made some claim to be opera- 
ting in the national interest. 
(And all dictatorships claim 
this.) 

To underline the point he added 
“We do not take the view that some 
take that God is a democrat — or an 
autocrat. We do not take the view 
that either of those systems is more 
morally right than the other.” For 
those of us who have suffered from 
the erosion of democracy and the 
complete disregarding of the British 
people’s views, it is not comforting 
to know that Spearhead’s editor 
does not particularly prefer demo- 
cracy to autocracy. 


More recently, in the Novem- 
ber, 1975, issue of Spearhead, its 
editor turned to the subject of 
Franco’s Spain.

ATTACK ON DEMOCRACY 


Spearhead usually contains a 
section headed ‘Things you should 
read’, which, it says, mentions some 
of the most important books that 
in the main part support views 
expressed in Spearhead. All of the 
books are standard items except 
one, Zhe Specious Origins of 
Liberalism by Anthony Ludovici. 
In spite of its title, this book is not 
in the main an attack on liberalism, 
but an attack on democracy. The 
author believes in government by 
an aristocracy, an elite and does not 
believe in giving political power to 
ordinary people. At the beginning 
of his book, Ludovici quotes F.M. 
Cornford: “To believe in demo- 
cracy, you must believe in the 
essential goodness of common 
humanity.” My view is that to 
believe in government by an elite 
you must have a naive belief in 
the goodness of that elite — politi- 
cal power in the hands of the few 
is more open to abuse than power 
in the hands of the many. Still,

VERRALL BACKFIRES

For instance, 
he says “Our principal enemy is not 
some amorphous, left-wing bogey 
called ‘monopoly capitalism’ culled 
from a Marxist-Leninist phrase- 
book’. And yet, in the N.F. State- 
ment of Policy, we read “the N.F. 
recognises that International Mono- 
poly Capitalism is as great a menace 
to the freedom of the nations as 
International Communism”. But 
then, isn’t it usually the case that 
those who represent themselves as 
“orthodox nationalists” are the 
first to want to change policies and 
constitutions that have been estab- 
lished for many years? 


SPEARHEAD’S INHERENT 
CONTRADICTIONS 


Britain First once said “Despite 
the idealism and hopes of its early 
supporters, Labour Party Socialism 
has proved as much a tool of inter- 
national capitalism as the phoney 
patriotism of the Tories”. Verrall 
takes this innocent remark to mean 
that we are being encouraged to 
take up “the mantle of left-wing 
idealism”.

NON-FASCISTS LABELLED

Richard Verrall is agitated by 
the fact that Britain First has made 
it known that it doesn’t support 
fascism. Richard Lawson’s belief 
that monopoly capitalism supported 
Hitler is called “Marxist” even 
though famous Nationalist authors 
such as Douglas Reed, Gary Allen 
and George Knupffer all take 
Richard Lawson’s view. In fact, all 
criticism of fascism is rejected as an 
indication that there are Marxist 
techniques at work. Those who are 
not obsessed with “leadership” are 
alleged to be anarchists. Every time 
democracy is mentioned, Verrall 
displays his contempt for it. He talks 
of those who have an infatuation 
with democracy. The levelling pro- 
cedure of liberalism and Marxism 
becomes “democratic levelling”, 
and an emphasis on democracy is 
labelled as “the technique of the 
Marxist”. We should, says Verrall, 
practice elitism (falsely represented 
as the opposite of equalitarianism). 
And then having run out of clever 
phrases that conceal his opposition 
to democracy, the writer pretends 
not to know whatit is — ““democra- 
tic nationalism’, whatever that may

But have they really lacked 
qualities of leadership? Is it not 
brilliant leadership to convert an 
anti-Common Market majority at 
the time of entry into a pro-Market 
majority at the Referendum? Is it 
not brilliant leadership to foist 
millions of unwanted coloured 
immigrants onto this country, and 
then keep the British people quiet 
by threatening them with the Race 
Relations Laws? And isn’t it 
brilliant leadership to abolish capital 
punishment even though 80% of 
the British people want it? 

This is classic leadership — they 
lead and we follow. There is no 
“pandering to the masses” here, 
only pure leadership. It is not that 
qualities of leadership have been 
lacking. — our leaders have simply 
followed all the wrong policies, 
and sold this country out. 

And part of the reason why they 
have been able to do this is because 
ordinary people have been too wil- 
ling to leave things to their leaders. 
The only way to keep politicians 
(even Nationalist ones) on the right 
track is for ordinary people to be- 
come involved in politics — to get 
off their backsides, out of the pubs 
and from in front of their fires and 
to take political responsibility on 
their own shoulders.

Lost gods ora 
lost people? 


The Lost Gods of England by Brian 
Branston. (Thames and Hudson Ltd., 
London 1957. New edition 1974). 
£3.50 


The Lost Gods of England is an 
old favourite of those interested in 
the fascinating nordic mythology of 
the early English, and useful reading 
for those concerned with reviving 
interest in the roots of our Anglo- 
Celtic British cultural heritage. 

Copiously illustrated and imag- 
inatively written, it transports the 
reader back into the past life and 
religion of our pagan Anglo-Saxon 
ancestors. 

The nordic religion was not long 
established in England before the 
incursion of Christian missionaries 
who eventually managed to suppress 
the old religion, but not without 
absorbing many of its symbols and 
traditions such as the pagan festival 
of Yuletide. 

Heathenism had more of a hold 
than many historians give credit to. 
In the laws of Canute, for example, 
it was felt necessary to forbid it: 
“It is heathen for a man to worship 
idols, that is, to worship heathen 
gods, and the sun or moon, fire or 
flood, water wells or stones, or any 
kind of wood-trees ...” 

With literacy in the hands of the 
Church it was easy to obliterate 
heathenism from written records. 
Hence much of the knowledge about 
the nordic religion with which we 
are familiar comes not from Old 
English sources but from the old 
Norse sagas of Iceland.

The Lost Gods of England is 


tence and circulation of particular 
myths in Britain, is by examining 
their appearance as carvings on 
various Christian caskets, crosses 
and churches. 

From such evidence the author 
concludes that the Angles, Saxons 
and Jutes were practising heathens 
during their first five generations 
in England; that they worshipped at 
least four divinities -— Woden, 
Thunor, Tiw and Frig; that they 
had temples, images of the gods and 
priests. 

So far as they accept a god or 
gods and a mythology, the present- 
day descendants of the Anglo- 
Saxons have borrowed from the 
Jews. The Jews came to be uncom- 
promising believers in one god, 
while our own ancestors believed 
in a whole family of gods.

There was Woden who “stalked 
the rolling downland, one-eyed and 
wise beyond all knowing in cloak 
and hood when the weather was 
fine, stopping at crossroads to re- 
cognize his own dangling from the 
gallows; but on black and stormy 
nights he racketed across the sky at 
the head of his wild hunt of lost 
and noisy souls”’. 

There was Thunor, the thunder 
god, possibly borrowed from the 
Celtic branch of the Indo-European 
culture, and strikingly similar to 
many of the other Indo-European 
weather gods. 

There was Tiw, the most direct 
descendent of the original Sky 
Father. 

And then there was Frig, wife 
of Woden and mother of the gods. 

To study the outlook of our 
Anolo-Saxon ancestors and. the
